It is proposed to construct a branch 
line from Grand Ridge to Tonica and Oglesby 
passing through the rich coal field in that 
vicinity.

Mackenzie, Pres., 
returned from England on July 6 and it was 
announced at Montreal that the Canadian 
Northern had secured financial backing for 
the construction of the entire road from 
the Pacific to the Atlantic; also that within 
30 months the railroad would enter Montreal 
by a tunnel and erect a magnificent terminal 
there. Sir Donald Mann, Vice-Pres., also 
announced at Toronto that the C. N. R. R., 
will shortly begin the construction of the line 
from Toronto Hamilton and probably to Ni- 
agara Falls, using the route of the Electric 
Development Company’s power line for the 
entire distance. 


MEXICO.—The Pachuca, Zimapan & Tam- 
pico R. R. that is now under construction 
between this city and Tampico ‘is finished 
into the Actopan district. Its extension to 
Tampico will be pushed forward as rapidiy 
as the construction work can be accomplishe1 
according to the statements of the men who 
are interested in the project. Richard 
Honey, a wealthy iron manufacturer and 
banker of Mexico, is at the head of the en- 
terprise. The new line will afford a short 


transportation route between this city and 
Tampico.

BOSTON, MASS.—The Boston & Hastern 
R. R. Co. has been granted a certificate of 
convenience and necessity for a high-speed 
interurban railway over a private right of 
way from Boston to Danvers. The construc- 
tion of a tunnel will be necessary. 

REXFORD FLATS, N. Y.—The Crescent- 
Halfmoon Association has been formed for 
the purpose of constructing a trolley line 
from Rexford Flats to Cohoes. 


SUFFERN, N. Y.—The Public Service Com- 
mission has authorized the Suffern St. Ry. 
Co, to construct a single-track street surface 
electric line from Orange Ave. to Lafayette 
Ave., in this willage. This will connect with 
the North Jersey Rapid Transit Railway 
State line and complete an interurban road 
from Paterson, N. J., to Suffern.

WASHINGTON, D. C.—A new route from 
Washington to Chesapeake Beach, Md., will 
be constructed in the near future by build- 
ing a 5-mile link of electric road between 
the District of Columbia line and the pro- 
posed terminus of the Washington & Marl- 
boro Electric R. R. The extension will be 
made between the eastern terminus of the 
Capitol Traction Co. on Pennsylvania Ave., 
Washington, to connect with the Chesapeake 
Beach R. R., between Richey Station and 
Upper Marlboro. It will be made under 
the charter of the Bast Washington Heights 
Traction Co., in the District of Columbia, and 
the charter of the Washington and Marl- 
boro Electric Railway Co., in Maryland. 


RICHMOND, VA.—The Richmond & Henrico

FAIRMONT, W. VA.—The Fairmont & 
Pittsburg Ry. Co. has secured all its right of 
way between Waynesburg, Pa., and Pitts- 
burg, for a line which will enter Pittsburg 
over the Wabash lines and make use of the 
Wabash station at Liberty Ave. and Ferry 
St. The company expects to have the line 
complete by the latter part of 1912, at an ap- 
proximate cost of $8,000,000. This line is to 
be built from Fairmont, W. Va., to Pitts- 
burg, a route of 80 miles, 40 miles shorter 
than any other. From Fairmont to Blacks- 
ville, Pa., the road is complete and construc- 
tion between Blacksville and Waynesburg, 
Pa., is well under way. The line will be 
standard gage and the greater part double 
tracked. Cars from Mannington, Morgan- 
town and Fairmont, W. Va., will meet at 
Blacksville to the same time, and run from 
there to Pittsburg as a solid electric train. 
The company will have to construct the en- 
tire way from Fairmont to Bridgeville, Pa., 
but from there it will use the Wabash lines, 
which are to be electrified. Noted Feb. 23. 


MORGANTOWN, W. VA.—The Morgantown 
Interurban Ry. Co. has been incorporated 
under the laws of the State of West Vir- 
ginia for the purpose of building a street 
car line from Fairmont to Morgantown, 
Morgantown to Point Marion, Pa., and from 
Point Marion, to Waynesburg, Pa., an ap- 
proximate distance of 45 miles.
